ENGLAND-Clif f Hardisty: I want to take this opportunity to thank you 
along with Lee, Andy, Ken, Stan, Lenland and Carl for an excellent 
game, even when my personal problems caused me to stop my dip correspon- 
dsnce and a NMR on the last turn. I would hutve voted yes to the draw 
myself, as the alliance of France (Lee), Russia (Leland) and Turkey 
(Carl) had stopped me cold, 

I do not know who was the biggest stabber, myself or Leland. I 
do believe that Leland handed them better though. I do know that Lee 
never stabbed me and was ever willing to cooperate, a real gentleman. 

RUSSIA- Leland Harmon: 1978-CE was definately the best game of postal 
Diplomacy I have ever played, perhaps a direct result of spprtsmanshi-n; 
how many games have you played where everyone is still friendly at the 
end? 

The game took a strange twist as Russia shot the moon from the very 
first, gaining ten centers by Winter 1 02 (one each from Eng, Ger, Aus, 
and Tur). For some reason, I hadn't a friend on the board, after that 
move except Italy, Consequently I was able to overrun the South, but 
Eng, by continually seesawing between France and Russia as an ally, 
eventually took. command in the North, and decided it was time to declare 
war on the world. The ending was memorable, as three game-long enemies 
joined to form a stalemate; a four-way draw with Russia on 1he bottom of 
the pack.
